She had fought a brave but losing fight at Jefferson Hos­ 
pital, Philadelphia, to a deep-seated brain tumor, which had 
fastened its tentacles upon her f rail and weakened constitution 
some time past, and which had withstood the efforts of eminent 
surgeons to successfully remove. 
But Mrs. Starner died happily.

The gathering first received letters 
of greeting from Governor Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania and Governor Ritchie 
of Maryland.

Mr. Brodbeck, in an elo­ 
quent und forceful manner, extended 
felicitations on the splendid idea and 
its fine execution in perpetuating the 
memory of the progenitor of all the 
Wentzes. 
He congratulated the clan 
on the high achievomtns of its mem­ 
bers in all the various walks of life, 
particularly in its contribution to that 
substantial middle class of

He stirred the great encourse of his 
hearers with his glowing tribute to the 
sturdy qualities of their pioneer an- 
eestors in this part of the country and

Traces Family History 
Dr. Welti* recounted his experiences 
in tracing down the history of the 
whole family. 
He told of his visit 
to Partenheim in Germany and his 
discovery of important facts concern­ 
ing the Wentz ancestors. 
He ex­ 
plained the meaning of the name and 
told why Valentine Wentz came to 
America and why he settled in York 
and Baltimore coonties. 
He exhibit­ 
ed a general view of the village of 
Partenthoim, a photograph of 
the 
church where Valentine Wentz was 
baptized in 1717, and his 
original 
patents for lands in America. 
One of 
those patents is signed by Benjamin 
Franklin and another by Thomas and 
Richard Penn.
